Webb's Advice

, BACRAMENTO, July 28.—Act- 
ing on the advice of Atty'-Gen. U. 
8S. Webb, State Controller Ray L. 
Riley will refuse to honor claims 
against $750,000 of special ap- 
propriations allowed by the last 
Legislature until the legality of the 
measures carrying the appropria- 
tions is settled by the. te Su- 
preme urt, 

Webb's ruling on the appropria- 
tions in question was received to- 
day by Riley and he left immedi-' 
lately for San Francisco to confer 
personally with the Attorney-Gen- 
eral on the matter of starting a 
friendly suit to test the validity of 
the bills.. He did not make known 
the appropriations involved. 


’ IMPROPERLY DRAWN 

m “I intend to Mave the Attorney- 
ffeneral look carefully into each 
appropriation bill,” said Riley be- 
fore leaving San Francisco, ‘“‘and in 
the case of each measure where 
there is doubt as to its legality I 
‘will withhold payment of the ap- 
propriation until the Supreme 
Court can act.” 

_ Tht question as to the validity of 
the $750,000 worth of appropria- 
tions arises from the fact that the 
bills carrying them were improp-
